Claims 1 , 11, 17, and 21 , recite a pan support with a first side with a U-shaped 

wire member and a second side with a plurality of hooks. A first bracket is coupled to 

the U-shaped wire member and a second bracket is coupled to the plurality of hooks. 

The prior art of record does not teach or suggest two brackets using two different 

coupling methods on different sides of a pan support.
